1 . The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because 
the subject-matter of claims 1 -22 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT.

D1 is therefore novelty 
destroying for claims 1 -3,6,9-22. 

1 .2. From the reaction conditions in the examples of D2 it seems that the 
phthalocyanines substituted in the outer ring positions are produced. The examples of 
D2 show 'optionally substituted hydrocarbyles' in the R3/R4 positions of the 
phthalocyanines. D2 is regarded being novelty destroying for claims 1-3,18-22. 

1 .3. 'Optionally substituted hydrocarbyles' are also presented in the phthalocyanine 
dyes of D3, which is also regarded being novelty destroying for claims 1-3,1 8-22. 

1 .4. Phthalocyanine dyes bearing 'optionally substituted alkyl resp. phenyl' as 
substituents are disclosed in D4 (see examples), which is novelty destroying for claims 
1-4,9-12,18-22. 

1 .5. D5 (late published) see examples) is relevant for claims 1 -3,9-22. 

1 .6. D6 (see examples) is relevant for claims 1 -3,7,9-22. 

1 .7. D7 (late published; see examples) is relevant for claims 1 -3,7,9-22. 

1 .8. D8 (late published; see examples) is relevant for claims 1 -3,7,9-22. 
1 .9 D9 (late published; see whole document) is relevant for claims 1 -22. 

1.10. The applicant is kindly asked to clearly distinguish between the dyes of the 
disclosed prior art and the claimed dyes/mixtures/compositions with respect to the 
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substitution pattern on the outer rings of the phthalocyanine moiety; th'erby it should be 
pointed out, that the rection conditions of the prior art leads to products having 
substituents in the alpha positions. ...... 

2.1 . Example 5 of the current application (x=0) obviously does not fall under the scope 
of claim 1 . 

2.2. From the examples it is not clear, whether the prepared products present 
mixtures; probably examples 22 and 23 on page 17 lead to a mixture with a first dye 
having a phenyl ring substituted with S03H and a second dye with an unsubstituted 
phenyl ring. 

2.3. There are two claims numbered with 3. 

2.4. The compounds resp. compositions disclosed in the prior art documents are 
considered being mixtures in the sense of current claims 1/13 under the light of the 
description. Regarding the examples resp. prepared inks of the current application, 
single dyes seem to be prepared. 

It is not clear from the description resp. examples of the current application, where resp. 
whether resp. which kind of dye mixtures are prepared. Therefore, it seems that the 
description does not fullfill the criterions as set out in Article 5 PCT. 
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
